along the street in which the bank 
was located. 


One of the robbers dropped a hat 
when he escaped from the bank, o f­ 
ficials said. Iaside was the

The raid was timed to occur when 
the police headquarters across the 
street was deserted except for Cap­ 
tain A*man.

when the bandit's automobile drew 
to a stop in front and six men leap­ 
ed out.

Police say the men have been loit- 
ering about the city for the last few 
days and that their actions have 
been suspicious when they strolle'd 
along the street in which-the bank 
was located. 


One of the robbers dropped a hat 


when lie escaped from the ba.uk, of- 
ficials said. Inside was the

mark of a Chicago dealer. An auto-

sl\rled for Chicago immediately, in 
an effort to trace the owner. 


The raid was limed to'occur when 


the police headquarters across the 
street was deserted except for Cap- 
tain Afiuan. Annan was so situated 
that he i-ould not see the bank. 


It had just opened for business 


when the bandit's automobile drew 
to a stop in front and six men leap- 
ed out. The employes were forced 
into the rear and Miss Margaret 
Cheney, 40, secretary and treasurer, 
was commanded to open the vault. 


As she fumbled with the dial, she
